For many years he has been the only bull whose entire list of (24) tested daughters averaged over 1,100 

lbs. of butter each in a year. 

As a matter of fact, until three years ago when his son—Matador Segis Ormsby, crossed the line, he 
was the only bull whose entire list of tested daughters exceeded 1,000 lbs. of butter each as an average. 

Some months ago, with 11 daughters tested, Matador Segis Ormsby showed an average for his entire 
list of 1,040 lbs. of butter each, the highest average of any living bull, and with the exception of his sire, 
the highest average of any bull that ever lived. 

People said when more of his daughters were tested, this average would go down, but a few months 
later, with 15 daughters tested, it had increased to 1,077.16 lbs.

Only three daughters of Matador Segis Ormsby tested in Class A have records less than 1,000 lbs. of 
butter in a year. These are all first-calf heifers, one of them a senior yearling with 943.12 lbs. His lowest 
record daughters (among the 17 completing test in Class A) has a record of 885.25 lbs. as a 2-year-old.

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business and one which requires the constant 

study and ingenuity of the operator in order that 
he may be properly compensated for his efforts. The 
dairy farmer is faced with the problem of producing 
“Nature’s most nearly perfect food’’ under conditions of 
heavy tax burdens, high labor, machinery and raw mate- 
rial costs, and to produce it at only a slightly higher 
price than his grandfather did when overhead costs 
were infinitely less. To profitably carry on under these 
conditions means that every unit which enters into the 
production of milk must be as economical and as effici- 
ent as is humanly possible. It is a practical business 
problem and must be solved in a practical business-like 
way. 

In other words, the dairy farmer is not only faced 
with the problem of making two blades of grass grow 
where only one grew before, so that his feed crops are 
raised, harvested and stored at the least possible cost, 
but he must also make sure that these crops, in their 
process of being manufactured into milk, are fed only 
to cows that will make the finished article with the least 
possible feed and labor cost per pound of milk produced. 
This is a man’s size job and requires eternal vigilance 
to discover where material, methods, machinery and 
cattle can be improved in order to make the process of 
milk production more efficient. 

As we progress in our practical study of this prob- 
lem of milk production we soon realize that each indi- 
vidual cow has a most important part to play in our 
program for greater efficiency. She must produce a 
large amount of milk and butterfat over a period of 
twelve months and must also produce a living calf 
within the following two months to reach her greatest 
efficiency. But in the last few years practical business 
men have found that it is a costly proposition to guess 
about such important matters, and that it is most essen- 
tial that the efficiency of each operation be proved be- 
yond the question of doubt. For this reason alone it is 
most essential that we keep a careful record of the milk 
and butterfat production of each individual member of 
our herd over the period of a year and do this year in 
and year out, even though it does cost some money and 
takes some time and effort. We must know exactly how 
Our cows are handling the expensive feed that we are 
giving them, and whether they are producing a profit 
beyond their cost of keep or not. Competition today 
will not permit us to keep any cows which do not pay 
a profit year in and year out. 

A few years ago, the short time official tests were 
popular and many cows brought handsome prices after 
they had made high seven or thirty-day records for fat 
and milk production. The popularity of these records 
did not last long, however, because many breeders found 
that such a short test was not truly indicative of the

Why Test Cows for Production 


By MARTIN J. SHERIDAN Jr.* 


mendous production, only to slack off after a few weeks, 
and finish the lactation period far in the rear of a cow 
which had made a more modest beginning but held a 
sustained flow of milk over a long period of time. For 
this reason, the seven-day record has almost disap- 
peared, and the semi-official ten months or yearly rec- 
ord is being used by most practical breeders. 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
through its Advanced Registry Department in Madison, 
Wis., promulgates three classes of long time semi-official 
records based on the number of times the cow is milked 
daily. Class A semi-official record is for cows milked 
four times a day, Class B for cows milked three times 
daily, and Class C for cows milked twice daily. To qual- 
ify for a ten months record the cow must have a living 
calf within fourteen months of the freshening date when 
the record is started. Class B and C have become very 
popular with the average breeder as they may be car- 
ried on without interferimg with farm operations and 
give a very accurate record as to the producing ability 
of the animal. 


Quite recently the Holstein Association has adopted 
the herd test and, in my opinion, this is the real test to 
determine the practical producing ability of our entire 
herd. All cows must be carried on test and at the end 
of the year the average of the records of all cows in the 
herd is computed on an equitable basis and this average 
record shows the real producing efficiency of the herd. 
The Herd Test is similar to the Cow Testing Association 
record but with the following exceptions: a preliminary 
milking is taken for greater accuracy; in cases of un- 
usual production surprise tests may be taken; and at 
the end of the year a Red Book is published giving the 
herd average, the lactation records of individual mem- 
bers of the herd, comparisons of dam and daughter rec- 
ords, and also the index of the sire is determined by 
computing the records of the sire’s daughters on an 
equitable basis. The Herd Test offers a wonderful op- 
portunity for intelligent and practical herd management, 
and also forms the basis of a sound breeding program 
for the improvement of the dairy herd. 

I prefer on dwell on the Herd Test because, after 
very careful study, it appears to me to be the practical, 
businesslike solution of the problem of efficient and eco- 
nomical milk production for owners of pure bred Hol- 
steins, whether they milk ten or several hundred cows 
daily. When carried on year after year it permits us 
to scan the records of individual members of our herds, 
and to accurately determine which are pulling our herd 
average down and to gradually eliminate them as oppor- 
tunity offers, thereby gradually raising the average pro- 
duction and increasing the profit per cow over feed cost 
and general overhead expense. Every owner of, pure- 
pure dairy cows will do well to carefully weigh the rela- 
tion of the cost of carrying on the Herd Test to the 
amount that can be saved by increasing the average pro- 
duction of the herd, without materially increasing the 
feed and overhead cost, before deciding not to test be- 
cause of the expense. Quite often the elimination of 
one or two boarder cows, which cost more in feed and

Famous foundation cow of the University of Nebraska herd Three records above 1,000 Ibs. fat, two of them over 1,100 lbs 
with a life-time production of 166,456 lbs. milk, 5,404 lbs. fat in fat. Five records average 899.1 lbs. fat. Bred and develo 
14 lactations. Born in the University herd at Lincoln in 1902. at North Platte Substation of University of Nebraska. 
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Gerben ReBecky 470406, bred and developed by the North 
Platte Substation of the University at North Platte, where 
W. P. Snyder as Superintendent, and A. R. Sharrah as 


herdsman have developed many fine cows. “Beauty Girl’, 
as she is affectinately known, raised the state record to 
32,173 lbs. milk, 1,106 lbs. fat and there it has stayed for 
the last five years. She was not a freak, for she made two 
other large records—30,137 lbs. milk, 1,104 lbs. fat and 
23.750 Ibs. milk, 1,0005 lbs. fat. Truly a great cow who 
still lives. 

At no time have there ever been a large number of 
Holstein cows on test for the Advanced Registry, yet there 
have been made a very large number of excellent records. 
A list of the 20 highest Nebraska Holstein cows in the 
production of butterfat in the Advanced Registry shows 
that every cow has produced above 900 lbs. of fat. This 
list is shown in Table 1. Altogether in the Advanced 
Registry there have been 64 cows that have made 96 rec- 
ords exceeding 800 lbs. of fat. This is believed to be an 
excellent showing when it is considered that there has 
been only a small number tested.

There has been increased interest in the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association and some splendid records have 
been made under this type of supervision. For example, 
Walter Post of Naponee, developed Lady Kalmuck Piebe 
1398594, that produced 30,464 Ibs. milk, 1,060 Ibs. fat, and 
Beauty Mercedes Pledge Lyons 1325679 that produced 
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29,190 lbs. milk, 1,012 lbs. fat. There have been a number 
of other exceedingly good records made under this type 
of supervision. To read the awards of the Nebraska State 
Dairymen’s Association for a series of years to the highest 
producing herd in the Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion, tells a Holstein story since the high herd each year, 
beginning in 1926, has been a Holstein herd. This list is 
as follows:

In the Holstein Herd Test a number of herds have made 
a very excellent showing. Those deserving particular men- 
tion are Roland Ramsay at Seward, whose herd has aver- 
aged over 400 lbs. of fat for a number of years and the 
Valentine Substation of the University of Nebraska which 
for a five-year period has an average of 14 cows producing 
10,926 lbs. milk, and 411 lbs. fat. While this test is com- 


paratively new to Holstein breeders, each year a larger 
number of breeders are taking up the work.

Life time production records are beginning to receive 
the prominence to which they are entitled. This type of 
record is much more highly esteemed abroad than in this 
country and I believe the value of such records will be 
more apparent as time goes on. In life-time records, Ne- 
braska takes a very prominent place. In the Holstein 
World of February 11, 1933, Mr. H. W. Norton, Jr., of the 
Advanced Registry Department of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America listed the cows that had produced 
100,000 pounds of milk under official test. Of the 53 cows 
in that list, 18 were bred and developed in Nebraska, 9 
by the University of Nebraska at Lincoln, and 4 by the 
North Platte Substation of the University at North Platte. 
Of the seven sires that had two or more daughters in the 
100,000-pound list, four were used and their daughteis de- 
veloped by the University of Nebraska. Of these sires, 
King Derby Lincoln 153017, had 3 cows in the list as also 
did King Piebe Pontiac Segis 174303. Varsity Piebe La- 
Vertex 302952, a son of King Piebe Pontiac Segis, sired 
two and Prince Ormsby Mercedes De Kol 47008 sired two. 
King Derby Lincoln and Varsity Piebe LaVertex were bred 
by the University. The only three-generation group of 
100,000-pound cows was developed by the University of 
Nebraska, as follows:

The fourth generation of this group, Ormsby LaVixelle 
of U Neb, has a good start towards the 100,000-pound class 
and if she has a few more lactations should easily reach 
that honored position. There is still another generation 
that has started well so that it may be a fifth generation 
some day in this family. 

In any discussion of life-time producers in Nebraska, it 
would not be fair to not mention LaVertex Quantity of 
U Neb 724068. Many cows have exceeded her production 
in a particular year but for consistent breeding and uni- 
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formly high production, she bids fair to set a high stand- 
ard. A study of her lactations, listed below, will convince 
the most skeptical of her ability to produce. On the present 
lactation period, according to unofficial figures, starting 
at 11 years, 7 months, in 219 days she has produced 15,886.2 
lbs. milk, 603.02 lbs. fat. It seems likely that she will 
break the United States life time production record of 
7,544 lbs. of fat held by a Jersey, before the end of this 
lactation period. She is believed to be safe in calf and 
we hope will go on for many other large records.

Nebraska Holstein breeders have not lost sight in the 
necessity of developing cattle that produce well, the im- 
portance of attractive conformation. This is well illus- 
trated by the success of the Holstein exhibition at the 
Nebraska State Fair. While not one of the largest Hol- 
stein shows in tthe country, it has consistently drawn some 
of the better herds from the country. It has always been 
an honor to exhibit and to win at-the Nebraska State Fair. 
This state fair was the first large fair to put in the pro- 
duction requirements as a prerequisite for showing. This 
step was heartily supported by the Holstein breeders and 
it is believed it has done much to stimulate local interest 
in the development of well-rounded cattle. Of the dairy 
herds in the state that have shown rather consistently in 
the last few years, Woodlawn Dairy at Lincoln has been 
the most prominent. This large herd, perhaps the largest 
purebred herd in the state, has had a consistent show herd 
of well fitted animals and have won their share of the 
prizes. Others that have shown good animals are Chris 
Spanggaard of Omaha; Roland Ramsay, Seward; Dale 
Bush, Lincoln; Frank Putnam, Crete; George Rohwer

exhibited rather consistently year after year. 

In speaking of the show ring, it must be noted 
that the boys’ and girls’ clubs have exhibted some 
splendid animals and are constantly taking a 
large number of prizes in competition with the 
older breeders. In 1933 there were 44 Holsteins 
shown by club members in the State Fair and 
some of the boys competed in the open classes. 
These young showmen on the average do a better 
job of exhibiting their animals than the older 
breeders and the time is fast approaching when 
they will take the show. From among the 4H 
club boys was selected a team to represent Ne- 
braska in the dairy cattle judging contest at The 
Dairy Cattle Congress at Waterloo in 1933. The 
team was composed of sons of Holstein breeders 
and it was successful in winning the contest with 
more than 100 points separating it from the sec- 
ond team. The team was composed of Russell 
Spanggaard who won first with a total of 1,111 
points, George Custard who won third with 4 
total of 1,098 points, and Ivan Borman who placed 
sixth with a total of 1,083 points. Russell Spang- 
gaard, the son of Chris Spanggaard, of Omaha, 
was also signally honored by being selected as 
the National Champion 4-H club boy of the United 
States. This was a signal honor and well de- 
served. Another inovation in boys’ and girls’ 
club work which was started a year or so ago 
was the inauguration of the junior-bull associa- 
tion established among the 4-H club boys and 
girls. Mr. M. L. Flack, Dairy Extension Special- 
ist, was the sponsor of this plan and there are 
now operating three junior-bull associations in 
the state. The bulls that were selected for these 
boys were from dams that has produced in excess 
of 500 lbs. of fat so it is believed that these 
youngsters will be developing animals that will 
be a great help and credit to the Holstein breed.

National Delegate Nominations 


Delegates will be elected from this 
list of nominations to attend the An- 
nual Convention of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, 
June 6, 1934, Baltimore, Maryland. 

A total of 576 nominations for 
delegates to the Annual Convention 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, to be held at Baltimore, 
Md., June 6, were received at the 
Secretary’s office when the period 
for filing petitions closed on March 
8. This is five more than last year’s 
total of 571 candidates. Only two 
districts failed to file nominating pe- 
titions—-Alabama and Canada—mak- 
ing the total number of delegates to 
be elected 122 as against a possible 124 
had each district exercised its privi- 
lege of making nominations. 

The State of New York, heading 


the list with 18 delegates to be 
elected, will choose these from 
among 77 nominations. Wisconsin 


with 12 delegates has the largest 
number of candidates, 85. Ohio has 
69 candidates, from which 6 will be 
chosen. Minnesota with 38 candi- 
dates is entitled to 7 delegates; 
Pennsylvania will elect 8 of the 36 
candidates nominated, and Illinois 
with 35 candidates sends 6 delegates 
to the Convention. 

Although the delegate plan has 
been in operation since 1922, each 
year incomplete and incorrect peti- 
tions are received. The most com- 
mon omission is that of signatures, 
some overlooking the fact that from 
three to five signatures of members 
are required on each petition, the 
number depending upon the number 
of members in the state and being 
clearly stated on each petition. In 
a few cases no nominations were 
made although the petitions were 
properly signed, while in other cases 
non-members of the Association 
were placed in nomination. 

The ballots, which are now being 
made up in the Secretary’s office 
from the nominating petitions, will 
be mailed to all members early in 
April. Breeders will then have un- 
til April 27 to vote for the delegates 
from their districts whose names ap- 
pear on the ballot and return it in 
the prepaid envelope provided to the 
Secretary’s office for the attention 
of the Committee on Elections.

New York Milk Control Continued 
HE New York State Legislature, last week, with 
I only four adverse votes, adopted the Pitcher-Bar- 
tholemew bill which continues the State Milk Con- 
trol Board for another year. Under the original law, its 
term of, office expired March 31, 1934. The new law, 
which has been signed by Governor Lehman, transfers 
the functions of the Board permanently to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets with the Commis- 
sioner as responsible head and chairman, with a direc- 
tor under him in charge of the Division of Milk Control. 
Certain features of price control are set up for one more 
year, as a temporary emergency measure. The Commis- 
sioner of Health, who was originally a member of the 
Milk Control Board, retires from this extra duty by his 
own request. 
Acting with the Commissioner and Director, as a 
part of the temporary set-up is an Advisory Milk.Council 
of fifteen members, chosen by the Commissioner and rep- 
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resenting producers, dealers and consumers. The Coun- 
cil’s powers are wholly advisory, except that in the mat- 
ter of milk pooling and equalized prices they may exer- 
cise veto power by majority vote. Members receive no 
compensation except actual traveling expenses.

Trade With Russia 


HE recent resumption of diplomatic relations with 
I Soviet Russia opens up wide avenues of possible future 

trade with that country along many lines, subject to 
satisfactory credit arrangements. 

The latter part of January a meeting of live stock breed 
representatives was held in Washington to consider the 
possibilities of exporting live stock, both dairy and beef. 
As a result of this meeting, the Live Stock Association of 
America was formed with a board of nine directors. W. S. 
Moscrip and Charles L. Hill were elected to represent the 
dairy cattle interests on this board. Frank Harding of the 
Shorthorn Association was elected president, Charles L. 
Hill vice president, and Willard Martin of Vermont secre- 
tary-treasurer. R. A. Dunlap, former Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture, who was instrumental in calling the con- 
ference, is temporarily employed for a few months to do 
preliminary work along this line. 

In this connection, Holstein breeders will be particu- 
larly interested to learn that a Government pamphlet has 
recently been received from Russia by Mr. Hill. From the 
translation, we observe that they are recommending the 
importation of suitable foreign breeds to cross with and 
raise the level of their native stock, and that for dairy 
cattle, the Holland (Holstein) breed is their choice, based 
on past experience. 

The following quotations from this pamphlet are es- 
pecially significant: 

“In its mass the local Russian cattle are characterized 
by small weight, low productivity, and considerable late 
maturity, and only in the regions with better feeding con- 
ditions are found local cattle of improved qualities, as for 
instance the ‘cholmogor’ of the northern region, red cattle 
on the meadows near the River Oka, and the kalmuck 
cattle of the steppes of the region of the lower Volga. 

“On the other hand, within the borders of the U. S. S. 
R. are being bred high-producing breeds of foreign origin, 
which, under conditions of the right kind of breeding, cull- 
ing and handling, are multiplying very successfully and 
can give an output not lower than in their native land. 

“The Improvement of Cattle. The most rapid means of 
the improvement of mixed and low producing cattle is its 
crossing with the most suitable foreign breeds. In both 
cases it is necessary to fix one’s choice on a small number 
of the most productive breeds which would be the best 
adapted to local conditions. 

“In choosing among the high producing foreign breeds 
which have proven their high degree of adaptation 
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(acclimatization) in the various countries, so far as the 
U. S. S. R. is concerned, it is best to settle on the follow- 
ing breeds: (a) dairy breeds—the Holland (East Fries- 
land); (b) double purpose cows—Simmenthal and Brown 
Swiss; and (c beef cattle—Shorthorns and Herefords. As 
practice has shown, these breeds and a few other foreign 
preeds have the best influence on the improvement of our 
local cattle. 

“Dairy Cattle. The Holland breed of horned cattle is 
classed with the typical dairy breeds and is characterized 
by high production and low percentage of butterfat. How- 
ever, it must be pointed out that successful steps are being 
taken abroad to increase the fat in the Holland breed, and 
there are already animals whose butterfat reaches above 
the four per cent mark. The Holland breed, with a few of 
its ramifications, is spread far beyond the border of its 
native land. As, for instance, in Germany and the United 
States of North America. The live weight and the pro- 
ductivity of this breed varies in relation to the conditions 
of its upkeep; the weight of the Holland cow varies from 
250 to 750 kilograms, and the yearly yield averages from 
2,500 to 5,000 kilograms. As to the highest record of pro- 
duction of this breed, in America, for instance, the yield 
of a cow of the Holstein-Friesian variety reaches 18,000 
liters of milk. (Then follow the characterization of the 
Holland cow.) 

“The pedigree records of the Holland cattle are well 
kept in Holland since 1874 and in America since 1882. 

“For the spreading of the Holland breed in U. S. S. R. 
are selected the following regions: (Follows the enumera- 
tion of six important regions in various parts of Russia.)” 

Probably it is not wise to allow ourselves to become too 
excited over the prospects for a large export trade to 
Russia in the immediate future, as there are many prob- 
lems of finance, etc., to be ironed out, but with our large 
surpluses of cattle in this country, we must be alert to 
take advantage of every promising outlet for such trade. 


Advertising Milk in England 

E NOTE with interest reports in British farm pub- 
W lications that plans are now being developed by the 

Minister of Agriculture for the expenditure of up to 
one million pounds per year (about $5,000,000) to carry 
on an advertising campaign to increase consumption of 
milk and dairy products. Tied up with this campaign 
plan is a program consisting of supplying milk to schools 
at reduced rates. 

Our Washington authorities might well keep a close 
eye on the details and working out of this British project 
with the idea of its possible adaptation to the removal of 
our surplus milk problems in this country. We do not 
think there is a shadow of doubt that our surplus dairy 
products problem would very quickly be solved if the level 
of consumption through proper advertising were brought 
up to anything like the levels which nutrition experts 
recommend. We have been talking for years about ade- 
quate advertising of milk and dairy products but it is still 
in the talk stage with us, and it apparently remains for 
our British cousins to develop it to a point of action. 

New York State, under Commissioner Baldwin’s active 
leadership, is making an earnest effort to work out plans 
for milk advertising with a fund that is estimated to run 
up close to half a million dollars a year. If both of these 
efforts materialize, perhaps among other things they will 
supply just the punch needed to make possible an adequate 
program of advertising for the whole dairy industry on a 
nation-wide scale. 


Seattle or Indianapolis? 
ITH the announcement of the delegate nominations 
W appearing this week and the ballots soon due to be 
sent out to the members in the various districts, 
the attention of the industry for the next two months will 
be pointed quite generally toward Baltimore, Md., and 
plans for the 1934 convention. 

One of the interesting jobs of each convention is to 
determine the place of meeting the following year and al- 
ready two urgent invitations have been extended for 1935. 
This will be the 50th annual meeting of the Association 
and as such assumes unusual importance in marking the 
Golden Anniversary milestone in this organization. Thus 
far, Seattle, Wash., and Indianopolis, Ind., are most active 
in lining up support for the honor of entertaining this 
Golden Anniversary Convention. 

With characteristic Western energy, the Pacific Coast 
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States, realizing that the expense in transporting the dele 
gates so far from the center of Holstein population, would 
be an impossible burden for the Association, have been 
busy securing pledges from individuals and organizations 
in that territory so that their invitation, we understand, 
will be backed by a definite offer to reimburse the Associa- 
tion for at least 80% of the extra cost of the railroad fares 
of the delegates to Seattle, as compared with a more cen- 
tral location. This certainly attests to the sincerity of 
their desire to entertain the convention. 

The Indiana Holstein-Friesian Association is, likewise, 
presenting a wholehearted invitation to come to Indian- 
apolis. They point out that the center of population in the 
United States is in Indiana; the delegates can reach 
Indianapolis with less expenditure of time and money than 
almost any other important city in the country. In the 
whole history of the Association, Indiana has never had 
the privilege of entertaining a convention and they feel 
that the coming of this convention to Indianapolis in 1935 
would help put a lot of new pep into the industry in the 
state, which has been making very good progress, partic- 
ularly during the past few years in the face of strong com- 
petition from other breeds. 

More about both of these invitations will doubtless be 
heard between now and convention time. Possibly other 
invitations will also be forthcoming but these two are in 
the field first and most aggressively to date. 


Northfield Sets Good Example 


Nc prosressiv MINN., has long been recognized as 





a progressive Holstein and dairy community. That 
the old spirit still exists is demonstrated by recent 
developments there. W. F. Schilling, one of the ‘elder 
statesmen”? of Minnesota’s Holstein community, since 
returning from Washington and service on Hoover’s 
Farm Board, finds time to conduct a column of com- 
ment in the Northfield News. In December, inspired 
by a handbill sent out by one of the local groceries sug- 
gesting Christmas boxes for the poor containing oleo- 
margarine, he wrote a sizzling column on the subject, 
pointing out that two-thirds of the income of the whole 
community comes from the dairy farms, that the local 
milk plant pays out to the farmers of Northfield every 
day in the year $1,125 a day; that the milk plant has 
a city payroll in the town of $4,900; pays taxes to the 
city in the amount of $2,425. He pointed out that the 
oleomargarine makers last year purchased over 666,- 
000,000 pounds of foreign fats and oils to go into the 
manufacture of the so-called substitute for the product 
upon which the livelihood of Northfield so largely de- 
pends. 
Sequel 
Following the publication of this material, H. G. 
Miller and John Stewart, both local Holstein breeders, 
circulated a petition and asked that the thirty-two mer- 
chants of Northfield refuse to keep for sale oleomargar- 
ine on their shelves. Every one of them signed the 
petition, and so today, if, you have a hankering to buy 
oleo, do not expect to get it in Northfield, Minn.— it is 
not to be had. Isn’t there a thought here for other 
dairy communities? 
The Cover 
HE attractive picture on our front cover shows a part 
I of the pure bred Holstein herd of the Security Bene 
fit Home and Hospital Association, located near To- 
peka, Kansas, taking their ease in and around one of the 
many small natural lakes that dot the farm of this organi- 
zation, which claims to be the only fraternal society in 
the world that maintains homes for the aged, homes for 
orphans and a modern general hospital for all its mem- 
bers. J. M. Kirkpatrick, chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
is a real Holstein enthusiast and under his direction the 
herd has been built up to a high standard of production 
and type. A few years ago when Class A testing was 
being done regularly in the herd, this association held 
more Kansas State Records for production than any other 
breeder in Kansas. For financial reasons, the testing 
program had to be discontinued temporarily, but now with 
reorge Stahl as herdsman they are running a string in 
Class C and have some good records in progress. The 
herd is headed by the oldest son of Montvic Chieftain, 
famous prize-winning son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst 
and Triune Papoose Piebe, who was purchased from Mount 
Victoria Farms some time ago. 
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Relayed to me by Editor Pres- 
cott, I am in receipt of a letter 
from Mr. Edward Parkman Boyd, 
Fairoaks Farms, Oklahoma City, to- 
gether with a copy of: one Mr. Boyd 
sent to Mayor T. E. McGee in pro- 
test against that city’s Ordinance 
No. 4489—a copy of which was not 
enclosed—setting a minimum stand- 
ard for milk fat at 3.5%. 


Mr. Boyd argues: ‘‘Holstein cattle 
do not average a 3.5% test. It 
should be, and I think that the state 
law is 3.25%. It just is not right 
to bar an entire breed of cattle, and 
I do not care if the governor had to 
do with the drafting of the ordi- 
nance. Holstein cattle are no fad, 
and their natural milk is a most de- 
sirable product.”’ 


Mr. Boyd then states: ‘‘Seventy- 
five per cent of the fresh milk sold 
every day in the United States is 
Holstein milk. Again, half again as 
many dairymen breed Holsteins as 
breed the other four dairy breeds 
combined. It is not right to dis- 
criminate against such a _ proven 
breed.”’ 


Then too, Mr. Boyd objects to the 
term ‘‘raw’’ milk used in the ordi- 
nance and queries ‘‘Why do we not 
say “raw’’ meat, eggs and vege- 
tables? Simply because fresh is the 
proper word as it also is for milk 
that has not been processed but has 
been properly produced and handled. 
Whatever else there is in the ordi- 
nance, doesn’t seem to disturb Mr. 
Boyd very much; it’s the minimum 
fat percentage of 3.5, and the desig- 
nation of fresh, natural milk as 
‘raw’ ’that he doesn’t like. Let’s 
consider these two items a bit. 


It is true that the apparent offic- 
ial fat average of the milk from 
Holsteins is a bit less than 3.5%. 
(Those animals having been on A. 
R. or A. R. S. O. test—3.39% plus, 
or practically 3.4% fat). I feel 
quite certain that taken as a whole, 
the great mass of Holstein milk will 
have no trouble whatever to _ test 
3.5%, but be rather above this fig- 
ure, despite the fact that there are 
times, or animals whose milk will 
fall below this mark; its the total 
solids that concern me as a producer 
whenever the minimum standard is 
above 11.75%. A few states, mine 
for instance, calling for 12% solids, 
and two states demanding 12.5% 
solids. As I have many times pointed 
out, in those instances when both 
solids and fat are a little below the 
standard, they may both be satisfac- 
torily raised by the addition of 
cream—taking care that too much 
cream is not added, else the solids 
not fat may cause trouble. Eleven 
and seventy-five hundreds per cent 
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solids, and 3.25% fat is the mini- 
mum for the majority of states hav- 
ing a milk law. The rub comes 
when milk control officials follow 
these laws to the very letter—not 
using their legal right to exercise 
discretionary power in the instance 
of milks that happen to be slightly 
substandard. Obviously for one to 
prosecute a producer for such milk 
is unfair and never wholly intended; 
such a law was provided to operate 
in instances of adulteration through 
addition of water, removal of fat, 
or addition of materials foreign to 
milk. In my own opinion, I agree 
with Mr. Boyd that for a minimum 
factor, 3.5% is too high. I also 
believe that 11.75% for solids is low 
and high enough to serve the pur- 
pose intended. 

As to the “raw” milk, I too, used 
to think it an absurd term, and 
rather leaned to. the expression ‘‘nat- 
ural’? when speaking of milk as pro- 
duced and distinctive from forms of 
processed milk. However, most 
states employ the term “raw milk’”’ 
in their laws, and it has now a legal 
basis. Again I am inclined to be- 
lieve that ‘‘raw’’ is the proper word 
to employ when we intend to speci- 
fy a perfectly, fresh milk as drawn 
from the herd in distinguishment to 
“cooked,’’ heated,’’ or ‘‘pasteurized’’ 
milk. 


Right here I anticipate a protest, 
that pasteurized milk is not a 
cooked milk. This is cause for ar- 
gument, and I personally know of 
certain foods that are _ actually 
“cooked”? at and below the temper- 
ature at which milk is supposed to 
be pasteurized, and without offering 
any evidence’ personally demon- 
strated by me, I am going to quote 
herewith the printed results of tem- 
perature observations credited to a 
former president of the American 


Medical Association, Dr. Charles A. 
L. Reed, who in ‘a_ cold-blooded 
syndicated article, of very recent 


date, cites experiments which dem- 
onstrate the following points:’’ 


1. The bacilli of tuberculosis have 
a waxy capsule which insulates them 
from heat destruction to a greater 
extent than we have formerly be- 
lieved. 


2. Meat is a poor conductor of 
heat, which means that although the 
surface of cooked meat may be ster- 
ilized, the central parts are not 
necessarily so. 

3. Boiling for forty-five minutes 
does not heat meat to more than 
167 degrees, and this only in thin 
slices. 

4. The interior temperature of 
boiled ham does not reach a higher 
temperature’ than 149 degrees. 
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Quickly roasted sausages only reach 
eighty-four degrees. 

5. Large pieces of pork only reach 
140 after boiling half an hour, and 
the central parts only heat to 131. 
A temperature of 176 is_ only 
reached after boiling some hours. 

6. The highest temperature in the 
center of a well baked meat pie is 
only about 116. 

7. Ordinarily cooking kills tuber- 
cle bacilli only in thin slices of meat, 
and not in the deep parts nor in the 
center of joints and in meat pies. 

8. Freezing, brine, hanging, and 
even putrefaction do not kill tuber- 
cle bacilli. 


It has long been known that more 
than fifty per cent of all persons 
develop foci of tuberculosis in their 
lungs at some time in their lives. 
Tubercle bacilli have never’ been 
found free in nature, and it has al- 
ways been presumed that most of 
the infections came from the sputum 
of patients or from infected milk. 
Dr. Reed’s valuable paper now shows 
us the probability that much or most 
tubercle infection comes from 
cooked meats eaten in the false 
belieif that ordinary cooking kills 
tubercle bacilli. If this is true for 
‘“‘well done’’ meat, how much more 
so for rare meat.”’ 


(From “Outwitting Middle Age,” 
by Carl Ramus, Surgeon, U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service. pp. 184-186). 


All that I intended to show by this 
quotation was that certain foods 
were cooked at temperatures em- 
ployed in pasteurization of milk, and 
even less. (See 4, 5 and 6). I have 
also quoted all that is attributed to 
Dr. Reed so that any producer-dis- 
tributor of ‘“raw’’ milk, may be 
acquainted with the above facts. 
Personally, I am one who believes in 
the superiority of ‘‘raw’’ milk when 
it has been produced and distributed 
under strictly sanitary conditions— 
such as certified milk, or a closely 
supervised Grade A milk. I am not 
opposed to pasteurized milk—hav- 
ing modified my original views some- 
what—and have become _ solely 
interested in ‘‘milk’’ because of my 
firm belief in its superior efficiency 
whether “raw” or ‘“‘pasteurized’”’ to 
any other single food. 


Going back to the fat percentage 
in milk, I have always felt that 
statements such as ‘Holstein milk 
varies from 3.25% to 3.75%,” and 
that ‘‘Holstein milk is naturally light 
in color,’ ought never to have been 
so expressed. To the person looking 
to a cream line, these statements 
serve to militate our product. Rather 
do I prefer to use some such phrase 
as “Holstein milk contains the right 
amount of fat for best nutritional 
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purposes.”’

Col. David L. Perry 

EWS of the passing of Col. D. L. Perry in a Colum- 
N bus hospital on March 15 will bring a profound 

sense of loss to a large circle of our older breeders, 
and will inspire many happy memories of an earlier 
time when Col. Perry was in the hey-day of his glory 
as a livestock auctioneer. We have never had another 
personality just like him. While he perhaps sold more 
Jerseys than any 
other breed, he was 
identified with a 
large proportion of 
the great Holstein 
sales, through the 
boom period of the 
Great War and 
thereafter until his 
retirement from ac- 
tive work in 1927. 
Although he was 
perhaps at his best 
when working 
“solo” which he 
preferred, he teamed 
up with the famous 
combination of Kel- 
ley, Haeger, Mack 
and Baxter in such 
notable events as 
the St. Paul Na- 
tional in 1920 with 
its $3,000 average, 
and the great na- 
tional sales conducted by Harvey Moyer at Worcester 
and Milwaukee, where bright pages of breed history 
were written. 

Col. Perry was born July 12, 1859 in Champaign 
County, Ohio, and had only a common school education. 
He developed his natural ability by much reading and 
study and in addition to his auctioneering work was 
much in demand as a public speaker. Possessed of a 
rich sense of humor, he had a remarkable fund of stories 
for all occasions. He was a deep student of psychology, 
and had the ability to sway the mood of a sale crowd 
such as few, if any men of his profession have ever pos- 
sessed. He retired from active work in 1927, after 
nearly 40 years of arduous work at his profession, and 
spent his declining years at his farm home near Worth- 
ington, Ohio. He acquired considerable property during 
his lifetime and was in comfortable financial circum- 
stances. His health for the past five years had not been 
robust, but his condition became serious only three weeks 
before his death which was caused by peritonitis and 
pneumonia.

Ward W. Stevens, died suddenly March 28, at his 

home in Liverpool, N. Y., from a heart attack. Grant

COMMENT ON ASSOCIATION POLICIES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The Round Table comments in The World are always 
very interesting to me, and I believe more breeders ought 
to take part in them. Therefore, I will write a few lines 
to express my opinion in regard to advertising Holstein 
milk. I fully agree with Mr. Kerr, of New Hampshire, 
who wrote so ably concerning the Holstein business. I 
can’t figure out what good a Holstein cow would be if we 
weren’t able to sell her milk. So, of course, the answer 
tq the problem is “Advertise” her milk. Then, who is to 
do the advertising? The Association, of course. If there 
were no Holstein breeders, there would be no association 
and no need of Holstein cows, so why doesn’t the Associa- 
tion help the breeders by advertising in all the leading 
women’s magazines in the country? It doesn’t have to be 
a half page ad., but just a small one, telling the advantages 
of feeding Holstein milk. I notice the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association does this, and they tell why you should feed 
their milk to babies. We know which milk is best, but 
thousands of mothers do not and that is where our ad- 
vertising should educate them. If there was a demand 
for Holstein milk, there would naturally be a demand for 
Holstein cattle, and in the end the Association would 
benefit. 

Again referring to Mr. Kerr’s letter, he says, ‘““We are 
again getting around to the annual convention’. Last 
year, the Directors voted to discount the price of regis- 
tration papers for a limited time and I think it was a very 
good thing to do, considering the prices farmers had to 
take for their products, whether or not their cattle are 
registered. However, I believe the fellows who never 
joined the Association got the breaks there, as the re- 
duced prices after the limited time was over were greater 
for non-members than for members. Another thing, which 
I have been wanting to tell Holstein breeders who are in 
partnership concerns, was this. During this “price drop” 
a person could join the Association for $10, instead of $265. 
I have been in partnership with a man for ten years in 
February, and in that time have registered many cattle. 
As the expiration date would have been up in February, I 
wrote the Association and asked to renew this for $10. 
They refused me as they said my expiration date did not 
come during the time of the low rates, and consequently I 
will have to pay $25 for joining for another ten years 
where men who never registered a cow before got in for 
$10. Do you think this is fair? 

I would urge all members of partnership concerns and 
anyone else who thinks this unfair, to write to your dele 
gates and urge them to change this at the coming con- 
vention.

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Why Test Cows for Production 


(Continued from page 7) 
other expense than they return in milk, will pay for the 
Herd Testing of the entire herd for a year. In most 
cases, dairy farmers who have tried it for a year or two 
would be very reluctant to discontinue the herd test 
because they know that it is an excellent investment and 
that it enables them to accurately determine which cows 
are producing a profit and which ones are losing money 
for them each year. 

After we have weeded out our unprofitable cows by 
the Herd Test, we are not only faced with the practi- 
cal problem of maintaining our herd at its present posi- 
tion of comparatively efficient production but most of 
us desire to reach higher toward the goal of perfection. 
When this matter is considered we find that we must 
be unusually careful about the animals that we are 
going to use as replacements of our good producers as. 
they become incapacitated through age and other causes. 
Both because we wish to maintain our herds free from 
disease and because of the fact that we have found 
owners of good cows reluctant to sell their best at a fair 
price, most of us have decided to raise our own replace- 
ments. In addition to this, we are breeders of dairy 
cattle as well as dairy farmers, and if we are living up 
to our intentions, we expect the offspring of our good 
cows to be even better than their dams. This matter 
of replacements in a dairy herd is a serious problem, 
and even at the low prices of cows today I believe that 
it is a better proposition to raise our replacements than 
to depend on the judgment of most cow dealers, pro- 
vided that we have the proper bull in service. 

In the choice of a service bull, and the proving of 
him in either our own herd or the herd from whence 
he came, the Herd Test and the Mt. Hope index of sires 
is most certainly worth all that it costs. By means of 
the Herd Test, where not only a few daughters of the 
bull, carefully selected from good cows, are on test, but 
where all of the daughters of the bull, good, bad and 
indifferent are on yearly test for milk and fat produc- 
tion, we have a practical, sound basis for both selecting 
a new sire or proving the transmitting ability of the one 
we own. Too many of us have sent really capable bulls 
to the butcher only to find our mistake long after he 
had been made into beefsteak, to pass over this serious 
problem lightly. If we are to call ourselves breeders 
and are sincere in our efforts to improve the dairy cow 
we must use every fact obtainable to prove the sound- 
ness of our judgment and the Herd Test of every indi- 
vidual member of our herds most certainly offers the 
most accurate, and least expensive, and the soundest 
means at hand. We cannot afford to guess; we must 
know exactly what we are doing. 

If this talk has prompted any questions which you 
may have regarding the requirements, cost, etc., regard- 
ing testing for production, letters addressed to this sta- 
tion or to the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
at Madison, Wisconsin, will receive prompt attention.

The olders boys have done well as witness the fact that 
on four occasions the judging team from the University 
of Nebraska has won the trophy for placing first in judg- 
ing Holsteins at the National Dairy Show. 

Each year the members of the Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association compete in a Better Sir Contest sponsored by 
the Nebraska State Dairymen’s Association. In this con- 
test there has been developed a considerable rivalry be- 
tween Dairy Herd Improvement Associations as to which 
association will own the best group of sires and, conse 
quently, will win the cup. These sires are graded accord- 
ing to a score card which has been worked out in which 
evidences of production, either from pedigrees or from 
the records of the daughters are considered as well as the 
conformation of the bull and his suitability for a particular 
herd. In the 1933 contest there were 117 Holstein sires 
entered. The average mature equivalent of their dams 
was 722 pounds of butterfat which is an indication of the 
quality of the sires used in the state. In recent years 37 
Holstein sires have been proved in the Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association work. Sixteen of these have daugh- 
ters that average between 500 and 600 Ibs. of fat, 16 have 
daughters that average between 400 and 600 Ibs. of fat,

The Nebraska Holstein-Friesian 
Association believes in and is work- 
ing for a state fair open only to Ne- 
braska breeders. We are not un- 
mindful of the very great service 
the traveling show herd has done in 
our state and we want to thank the 
breeders and show men from other 
states that have exhibited their cat- 
tle here in the past. However, due 
to the effects of these ‘outside’ 
herds and the influence of the ‘“‘true- 
type’’ we now have a large number 
of creditable Holsteins in Nebraska, 
and we feel that it is unfair to ask 
our breeders to bring these cattle in 
if they must show against the ex- 
pert showman. We believe that by 
putting on a ‘‘closed show’ we can 
have 30 or 40 Nebraska exhibitors 
showing a few of their cattle instead 
of 6 or 8 as in the past. A Pure 
Bred Holstein Futurity in connec- 
tion with the State Fair sponsored 
by the State Association is being 
considered in the belief that a well 
planned, well managed Futurity 
would add greatly to the interest 
and lessons of the show. This fea- 


ture however has been left in the 
hands~-of a committee of three for 
further study. 





It is hoped that we will be able 
to hold a few Holstein meetings 
over the state this spring and that 
any one desiring such a meeting in 
his locality should get in touch with 
the Secretary. There will be a state 
picnic this summer, perhaps a state 
sale this fall and all active Holstein 
breeders should watch the World for 
further particulars. Right now we 
should be thinking who we are go- 
ing to nominate and elect to the Na- 
tional Convention at Baltimore this 
June. 

The demand for good pure bred 
Holsteins is very much on the in- 
crease in Nebraska. Good young 
bulls are moving up to $100 each 
and good club heifers from 3 to 6 
months old are bringing $50 or 
more. We are receiving more and 
more requests for help in locating 
breeding stock. Interest in D. H. 
I. A. work has almost doubled as has 
the price of butterfat. It is hoped 
that the new dairy program of the 
Federal government will be of great 
benefit to Nebraska breeders.

NATIONAL CHAMPION 
Five years of unusual success in 
4-H Club work has won for Russell 
Spanggaard of Omaha, Nebraska, 
the title of National Champffion 4-H 
Holstein Boy for 1933. This honor 
was conferred by the Extension Serv- 
ice of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America after a careful study 
was made of the records of the. State 
Champions. Russell started his dairy 
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pred Holstein calf. His project has 
gradually grown until he now has 
an excellent herd of ten registered 
Holsteins. In the show ring his 
Holsteins have won many prizes in 
poth the 4-H and open classes. A 
circuit of several county fairs has 
usually been made and each year he 
has exhibited at the State Fair and 
one year at the National Dairy Show. 
In 1931 and 1932 Russell exhibited 
the first prize cow in the 4-H divi- 
sion at the State Fair. In 1933 Rus- 
sell won national recognition when 
he was high individual in the Na- 
tional 4-H Judging Contest at the 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, 
Waterloo, lowa. He was a member 
of the team which won first place in 
the same contest. Russell has also 
had experience in giving public 
demonstrations. Last year he was 
a member of the second place team 
in the state contest at the State Fair 
using as a subject ‘“‘The Construction 
and Use of Calf Stanchions’’ Ina 
Health Contest in 1930 he won sec- 
ond place. At the Nebraska State 
Fair Russell entered the Showman- 
ship Contest in 1930-31 and ’32. He 
won a silver medal in 1931 for plac- 
ing second and a gold medal for win- 
ning first and grand championship 
in 1932. In leadership Russell has 
an excellent record having served 
his club as vice president, president, 
reporter and secretary. 





NEBRASKA MAKES PROGRESS 

Four years ago the Nebraska State 
Board of Control placed the dairy 
herds at the institutions under a 
specialized dairy development pro- 
gram. Under this arrangement all 
the herds were grouped as one dairy 
herd improvement association. They 
were placed under a single supervi- 
sion so that the institutions could 
better cooperate on a joint breeding 
plan. 

In this time the herds have been 
rigidly culled from the standpoint 
of health, production and type. Par- 
ticular attention has been paid to 
eliminating cows with T. B., abor- 
tion or mastitis, until now the herds 
are relatively free from such trou- 
bles. 

A number of new herd sires of 
better production and type have been 
introduced into some of the herds. 

A large number of select pure 
bred females have been placed into 
the herds for foundation stock, 
Many of these coming from the well- 
developed herd at the Norfolk State 
Hospital. 

Not only has the further develop- 
ment of the dairy herds created 
more efficient and more _ profitable 
herds for the institutions, but it has 
created a greater interest among the 
inmates. They exhibit more enthus- 
iasm and enjoyment working with 
cattle of higher production and bet- 
ter type. 

With the better developed dairy 
herds the institutions are more and 
more becoming a source of breeding 
Stock for the dairy farmers in the 
state. 


PROGRESS IN T B ERADICATION 

A recent report from the U. S. 
Bureau of Animal Industry shows 
that during the month of February, 
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1934, a total of 1,281,871 cattle in 
107,634 herds were tested for tuber- 
culosis, with about 1% per cent 
reactors. Fourteen states are now 
100 per cent modified accredited 
areas, these _ states being  Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Idaho, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Maine, Michigan, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Utah, West Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin. New York has 
106,160 accredited herds, which is 
about half the entire number in the 
country, containing 1,244,343 head 
of cattle. Wisconsin leads for num- 
ber of cattle under supervision, with 
close to three and one-half million, 
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of which over three million have 
been at least once tested free.
